Yard for Yankees 


Russell Brines Writes of 


Visit to 
O'Donnell 


Camp in Philippine* 


(Editors' .Vote: This story of 


military prison camp which the 
Japanese

yravcyard is the first story writ 
ten by Russell Brines after his 
return to the Philippines where 
lie teas held for two years in a 
concentration camp.) 


Camp O'Donnell Prison Camp, 


Jan. 
23— (Delayed)—lAP)—Rot- 


ting, burned ruins of Camp O'Don- 
nell and the untonded graves of 
thousands of heroes of Bataan arc 
all that remain or one of the most 
notorious pestholes where the Jap- 
anese herded SO.OOO prisoners of 
war. 


A Filipino colonel who survived 


O'Donnell's horrors estimated -10.- 
000 American and Filipino soldiers 
—half of the SO.OOO imprisoned— 
had died of disease, malnutrition 
and mistreatment. 
In the early 


days after the infamous "Death 
March" of Bataan several hundred 
died daily. 


The touch of those doomed, des- 


pairing men hangs heavily over 
this.camp. - 


Tall grass 
grows over 
the 


graves of some 4,000 Filipinos. 
Scores of American bodies lie in 
the American cemetery about 700 
yards northeast of the main build- 
ings. Deep in the thickets of grass, 
I found.crosses made of unpainted 
laths. Dogtags of the. dead were 
fixed to the back of the crosses. 
That was all. 


The trail leading from 
the 


camp's administration buildings to 
the cemetery is thin and nearly 
overgrown. 


In the center of the cemetery 


stands a large white wooden cross, 
"in remembrance of Americans 
who died here—erected by'the Im- 
perial Japanese Army, 1942." 


The Filipino cemetery is reached 


by a wooden bridge over marshy 
ground—a breeding- place for mos- 
quitoes-7-which is now. collapsed 
and partially burned.

Efficient Building 


Essential on Farm 


The reconversion of farm build- 


ings after the war is just as im- 
portant to agricultural, production 
as factory reconversion is to in- 
dustry, emphasizes Deane G. Car- 
ter, professor of farm structures, 
University of Illinois college of ag- 
riculture. 


Farming is one of the biggest'of 


all industries. It uses about 21 
billion man hours of labor a. year, 
with about one-third of that time 
required 
in 
and 
around 
farm 


buildings. 
Accordingly, 
Carter 


suggests that any reconversion 
plans on the farm will include at 
least three major problems: labor- 
saving, conservation of products 
and efficient arrangement of farm- 
stead buildings. 


If the farm owner chooses to 


build after the war, he will have 
access to -the most up-to-date 
plans and will have available many 
new. 
improved building materials. 


If present buildings are structur- 
ally sound or can be salvaged by 
repairs, re-coveYing, or new foun- 
dations, the working areas can 
usually be planned as satisfactor- 
ily as new buildings. 


Carter stresses that a "master 


plan" for the location of farm 
buildings is desirable, as it will 
enable the farmer to plan drive- 
ways, establish fence lines, move 
portable buildings and spot the 
sites for new buildings in line with 
the arrangement 
he hopes to 


achieve. 


Information on new plans for 


building feeding and labor-saving 
equipment will be supplied upon 
request to the University of Illi- 
nois college of agriculture.

The Lee County 
Red 
Cross 


chapter cannot institute requests 
nor offer recommendations for the 
discharge or furlough of membeis 
of the armed forces, the chapter 
announced today. 


Action on matters of discharge 


or furlough can be taken only 
through regular military channels, 
and the Red Cross functions as' a 
fact-finding agency at 
the 
re- 


quest' of military authorities. The 
responsibility of the Red Cross is 
to collect information and verify 
home situations in order to provide 
the military with a basis for de- 
cision. No recommendation is made 
by the Red Cross to influence that 
decision in any case. 


Many families of 
servicemen 


in Lee county have requested Red 
Cross assistance in obtaining dis- 
charges for servicemen. 
In cacn 


instance, the local 
Red 
Cross 


chapter's home service department 
has advised them of the necessary 
procedure and recommended that 
the 
request be made 
by 
the 


servicemen direct to his command- 
ing officer. 


It is only after 
a 
discharge 


application has been made to the 
proper authority that Red Cross 
operates. Even then, 
the 
Red 


Cross does not enter into the case 
except when asked to gather in- 
formation for the military. This 
is handled through the Red Cross 
field 
director whom the com- 


manding officer contacts and who, 
in turn, communicates with 
the 


local chapter for data. 


When an emergency home situ- 


ation develops which 
a 
family 


considers Important enough to 
warrant a serviceman's presence 
at home on -leave or furlough, he 
should be advised immediately by 
the family and information also 
given to the local Red Cross chap 
ter.

A herd of Belgian cows was us- 


ed by one enterprising American 
officer as a roadblock. 


Seeing a German Tiger tank 


approaching. Lt. Sidney P. Dane, 
(address unavailable) glanced at 
liis rifle—his only weapon—and 
decided he would have to use in- 
genuity to stop the enemy vehicle. 


Dane rushed into a nearby barn 


and chased six cows into the 
street. He felled one cow with a 
rifle shot and the others began 
to mill around in panic. 


The nazi tank halted 
before 


this unusual roadblock. Before it 
could continue and fire on 
its 


target, an American bozooka team 
knocked it out. 


The holder of the distinction 


of having the hottest foxhole m 
Europe is S-Sgt. Oswald E. Mc- 
Kown, of New Boston. Tex., but 


the climate had nothing to do 
with it. 


He was lying in a foxhole when 


a German tank pulled up less than 
ten feet away and began firing. 
Each time the tank's big SS mil- 
limeter gun blasted, the hot muz- 
zle" flashes scared his face and 
concussions shook earth over him. 


One burst of flame 
set 
his 


blankets on fire. To add to his 
tioublcs, American artillery bo- 
gan laying shells around the en- 
emy tank. 


"I thought sure the next one 


would be mine." said McKown. 


One shell finally scored a di- 


rect hit on the tank and set it 
afire. 
Ammunition in the burn- 


ing tank started exploiding and 
more blasts rattled McKown in 
his foxhole. 


Finally the explosions 
ceased 


and the scorched sergeant began 
to perspire less freely. 


"One hell of a way to keep

Frick, who was accompanied to 


the conference by Clark Griffith, 
owner of the Washington Senators, 
said the joint meeting of major 
league club owners Feb. 3 would 
be given a full report on the dis- 
cussions. 


Leslie M. O'Connor, secretary to 


the late Kenesaw Mountain Lan- 
dis. baseball commissioner, and 
now a member of the advisory 
board administering the commis- 
sioner's office, said he had not 
heard from Frick regarding the 
discussions with Hershey.

Clothing Purpose 
of New OPA Ruling 


Program Doesn't 
Mean 


Greater General Out- 


put by Makers 


Washington, Jan. 21—(AP)— 


The intention of the government's 
new clothing program—it comes 
late in the game—is this: 


To get more low-priced items 


made, including children's and 
workmen's clothes. , 


AH this doesn't mean a greater 


general supply of clothing. 
It 


means simply more lower-priced 
goods, less higher-priced goods. 


The government 
finally 
has 


worked out this program because 
it had to. 
The supply of low- 


priced garments is very low. 


For two years the government 


—meaning WPB and OPA—has 
booted the problem around. 


At last WPB and OPA have 


come together and produced this 
program. 
There's nothing in the 


program which couldn't have been 
worked out two years ago. 


If it had been, perhaps we would 


not have the present shortages. 


This is what happened up until 


now: 


Under OPA regulations a par- 


ticular kind of clothing could not

As time passed more and more 


of thc low-priced items disap 
pearcd. 
If you wanted to buj 


clothing, you had to buy thc high 
cr-priccd stuff. This boosted your 
living costs. 


And this kind of manufacturing 


was legitimate under thc govern 
ment set-up. 
But there were a 


couple of other factors which 
boosted your living costs in buy- 
ing clothes: 


1. As the war continued, there 


was a certain amount of deterio- 
ration in thc quality of thc things 
you bought. 


For a year now organized labor 


has been banging away on this, 
complaining that the government's 
figures on living costs were much 
too low because they failed to 
take into account thc widespread 
deterioration in the things Amer- 
icans bought and had to buy. 


2. By adding a few extra trim- 


mings, or putting on a special fin- 
ish, manufacturers were able to 
charge more under OPA ceilings 
which made allowance for 
thc 


fancy work. 


Now this is what Uic new pro- 


gram is supposed to do: 


Mills will save a large part of 


IJ-.cJr civilian fabrics for thc. man- 
ufacturers who ars willing to turn 
out low-priced goods. 
And such 


manufacturers will get priority on 
the fabrics., 
i 


And—this 
i s 
important—thc 


government will try to sec that the 
quality of thc clothing is improv- 
ed for thc prices charged for It. 


Thc first stream of the lower- 


priced stuff is supposed to hit 
thc stores about April and be roll- 
ing by September.
